The Applicant's 
amendment to claims 1-19, are as follows: "wherein the restrictive data transmission control information transmitted over the second 
communication channel is operating to allow only intended data receiving means to receive the encrypted data, and is configured to 
substantially simplify decryption of the encrypted data transmitted over the first communication channel". The Applicant's argues that 
this amendment is in contrast to prior art that is used to reject claims. Seth-Smith, and Birdwell. This is an amendment after final, and 
thus would require further consideration and search.
